CYCLOSPORALINKED 
TO RASPBERRIES 


TRENTON—A study conducted by 
the New Jersey Department of Health and 
Senior Services (DHSS) has confirmed 
raspberries as the source of 114 cases of 
illness in the state caused by the parasite 
Cyclospora cayetanensis, a newly recog- 
nized intestinal parasite that causes wa- 
tery diarrhea, loss of appetite, weightloss, 
stomach cramps, nausea, vomiting, tired- 
ness, and occasionally, fever. 

Federal officials are still working to 
determine the source of the raspberries 
However, New Jersey raspberries have 
not been linked to illness caused by the 
parasite. DHSS epidemiologists recently 
completed a case-control study that re- 
vealed a strong statistical association be- 
tween eating raspberries and the onset of 
illness in patients. No other fruits, veg- 
etables or other exposures were signifi- 
cantly associated with illness. The results 
are based on a study of 29 laboratory- 
confirmed cases of Cyclospora and 57 
controls. 

New Jersey has recorded two out- 
breaks of illness caused by Cyclospora— 
one among northern New Jersey residents 
who ate ataNew York City restaurant, and 
one among people attending acatered event 
in Mercer County. The clusters account 
for 63 cases ofillness, while the remaining 
51 cases are scattered around the state.

dressed concerns about the increased 
racial polarization in this country and 
clarified his views on affirmative ac- 
tion, civil rights, diversity and inclu- 
sion of all people in America.

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NEWARK'S CHILDREN FIRST: AN OPEN LETTER FROM DR. BEVERLY HALL 


July 11, 1996 


Dear Reader: | 

lam writing to keep you informed about changes that I will announce this month as part of anecessary reorganization in the Newark school system. 
| seek your support in helping me put the interest of the children first. 

When! arrived last July, I was appalled by the condition of the schools and the lack of services provided to the children of Newark. With the help 
of many interested parents, staff, and members of the community, the reorganization team has already managed to bring about significant 
improvements in areas that have been problems for the last decade. We have upgraded the security and condition of all our school buildings 
and have embarked on an ambitious program to enhance student achievement. 


In the coming year, by eliminating the gross inefficiencies of the past, we will be able to take resources from the central administration and non- 

instructional programs and reallocate them to support comprehensive Programs and services for children. The management and teaching staff 

will be supported in these program initiatives by a decentralized administration directly accountable to the schools. The reorganization will reorient 

the entire system from the central office to every school room, to serve the interests of the children. As a result, many new and exciting initiatives 

will be introduced. Among them: | 

© for the first time ever, every five year old can attend all-day kindergarten; 

€ at-risk students will be able to attend special alternative programs in all clusters; 

© for the first time, there will be guidance services in every elementary school; 

4, @ specialized technology-oriented comprehensive secondary school; "Tech Prep," will open; 

© asharply increased security staff will be assigned to every elementary d high school; and 

€ parents and teachers will finally become key decision makers at the schdol level, through full implementation of the School Core Team 
program. i 


We will pay for these physical and instructional improvements by reallocating funds from the central administration and non-instructional 
programs directly to services for children in the schools. The bloated bureaucracy in the central administration will be reduced by 30%. In fact, 
virtually all the additional expense will be covered by eliminating inefficient, wasteful, and redundant management practices throughout the 
system. 


Here are some examples of the poor management practices that have absorbed public money and deprived the children of educational benefits: 


The average cost of producing and serving a school lunch in Newark was $4, twice what it costs across the nation; 

Food service employees, who work ten months a year, receive an astonishing 33 days of paid leave; 

In this region, the average cost of a school bus attendant program is $27.50 a vehicle per day; in Newark, it is $220 a vehicle per day; 
Management of custodial services was negligent: On average 25% of the custodial staff was absent; the total staff size exceeded 
regional averages by 20 percent; even so, overtime cost an astounding half million dollars per year; 

The case load for child study team members is one to 26 classified students, nearly half the statewide average; 

@ Newark was assessed the highest penalty in the state, over $¢ million, for excessive administrative costs. 


The actions taken to eliminate these harmful and costly practices will 'esult in some personnel reductions. This is the unfortunate but necessary 
cost of reorganizing to support our mission: putting children first. We have kept the impact on individuals to a minimum and | think you will be 
pleased to learn that, overall, this redeployment and downsizing of staff is much less than has been rumored. Working with the Department of 
Labor and city training agencies, we have developed a comprehensive assistance program for affected employees, including individual 
counseling, job search techniques, and training. 


We all know that change is always difficult, but we cannot continue to daprive our children of the services they need. Our community is entitled 
to a school system that prepares its children for the 21st century, and we will not be deterred from providing it.

to New Jersey Division of Consumer 
Affairs Director Mark Herr. 

“More and more people are look. 
ing to purchase used cars. This law 
will provide them with greater protec- 
tionby providing them with a modified 
version of the type of warranty avail 
able to new car purchasers,” stated 
Herr. 

"It makes it more difficult for un- 
scrupulous sellers of used cars to 
unload lemons on unsuspecting cus- 
tomers,” he added. 

According to Herr, an estimated

Teachers and school personnel would 
also have to notify the student's parent or 
guardian.

“Last year’s episode in Plainfield may 
have been isolated, but it cries out for legis- 
lation that clears up the legal ambiguities 
regarding student strip searches,” said 
Green. 

“When parents send their children off to 
school, they expect educators to obey the 
law, not to break it,” Cohen said. “Strip 
searches are forhardened criminals and drug 
suspects, not school children.” 

The measure was approved by a 79 to O 
margin and now heads to the Senate for 
consideration.

we really work with parents, would it 
make a difference given the educa- 
tional delivery system isn’t doing any- 
thing different from what it says it’s 
already doing? 

Dr. Hall: No, we are going to have 
to do things differently. We have to 
invest in staff development so teach- 
ers can learn how to do things differ- 
ent from the way they’ve been doing 
it. If they continue to teach the way 
they have always taught we are going 
to get the same results we have always 
gotten which is not good. There is a lot 
of professional development activi- 
ties so that teachers can be retrained 
to really deliver appropriate instruc- 
tion toeach grade level. We believe we 
must invest in that. We can’t just say 
to teachers, “Go do it differently,” 
and expect them to snap to it. 

Dr. Johnson: Isn't that what 
schools have been doing historically, 
investing in staff development? 

Dr. Hall: We have the research 
but we don’t use it. If you go to a 
workshop and they show you a won- 
derful technique, such as cooperative 
learning, you say, “Oh my goodness 


You go back to your classroom and 
say, “Boys and girls. Today, instead 
of sitting in neat rows facing me, we're 
going to seat you in groups, and we're 
going to try this technique.” It doesn't 
work because with the class you had 
control over, at least, you could. 
maintain order. 

Suddenly, there is noise. What 
would you as a teacher.do? You know 
what? The technique might have 
worked very well at that workshop, 
but here in this classroom with these 
kids, back to the chalk and talk drill. 
The staff development research says 
this it is not the way you train teach- 
ers. 

What you do is provide on-site 
staff developers in those buildings 
who after that first workshop, afterthe 
learning curb, go into those rooms. 
They use the model with the teacher 
present in the class. They do it and the 
teacher critiques them. The teacher 
does it. They critique the teachers 
Non-threatening, when I say critique 
in a valid mode. And you work at it, 
you help the teachers change their 
behavior. We haven't done that.
